ranks of soldiers, sailors, marines 
and

their dependents. 
Deductions taken from the men’s 
pay would he supplemented by fed­ 
eral 
allowances which 
in 
some 
casea would he considerably larger 
than the fighting men’s contribu­ 
tions. 
The second section of the bill re­ 
vises the selective service act by 
requiring local draft boards first to 
exhaust supplies of single men, or 
those 
without 
bona 
fide family 
ties, before calling up husbands 
and fathers. 
Sen, I*ee (D) of Oklahoma said 
the Idea behind revising the selec­ 
tive service act is to give expres­ 
sion to congressional intent “ that 
the family shall be left intact as 
long as possible and that financial 
dependency is not the controlling 
point as much as the status of a 
man as head of a family.” 
"W e want the unmarried men 
taken first,” Lee told reporters.

that few if any family men will 
have to be inducted before late 
next winter.

Sen. Tydings Discovers Mysterious 


Goings- On In Case Of Certain Young 


Men Now Working In Capital

S 
EN. TYDINGS of Maryland, chairman of a special 
coramlîtee, seeks a checkup on draft deferments 
given 1,000 young male employes of the govemmenu 
He discloses some surprising ca-^es of kids holding 
nice Jobs in various governmental departments and 
being deferred on the ground that they are indis­ 
pensable. 
It is only fair to state that the senator admits 
that on the whole the deferment privilege has been 
used Judiciously by most agencies of the govern- 
ment. His complaint is that the abuses his special 
committee has uncovered are particularly flagranL 
One genius of 21 was appointed a year ago to a 
Job paying $1,620 a year and subsequently twice was 
deferred and raised in salary on the ground that h.e 
was a cog of such value that his department scarce­ 
ly could ex ist without him. He Is one of 12 person­ 
nel officers granted deferment out of a total of 43 
clerical employes In one department unit. 
Another chap of 22, who was appointed In 1940 
when he was 21, is deemed of such ex traordinary 
value In recruiting stenographers, economists and 
Junior administrative personnel that he twice has 
been deferred, the senator citing this case as a 
“classical ex ample”. He Indicates that the favored 
young man is from Kansas. 
N 
OW all this bears out the argument with which 
I have been boring my readers for some time 
that there are a great many governmental Jobs oc­ 
cupied by young fellows that should be turned over 
to men willing to serve their country but barred 
from combat service by age or perhaps tho.se slight 
physical defects that loom very large when army 
engineers come upon them. 
These defects may not prevent a man from being 
of enormous value in civil life and may not Impair 
his ex ecutive ability or his spirit of patriotism, but 
when the ex aminers find them they are seHons 
enough to cost the government administrative serv- 
ice.s that private employers are glad to reward with 
fancy salaries. 
Meantime, as Sen. Tydings discloses, young fel­ 
lows of draft age are being deferred to keep them 
in Jobs that surely older men with greater ex pert 
lence and judgment could easily handle. The moth­ 
ers and fathers of other boys in combat lines are 
given good reason to complain bitterly about the 
inequalities of the situation. 


I 
T IS true that all men up to 65 have been regis­ 
tered for possible service and presumably are 
now being classified. Perhaps they eveniually will 
be called. But the fact remains that many offers of 
service by men In the higher age brackets who are 
qualified eminently to discharge the duties of ex ecu­ 
tive positions have been rejected or wholly dis­ 
regarded while the kids hang on. 
I do not say that the Indispensability of the young­ 
sters is questionable in every case under present 
circumstances. It is quite possible that some could 
not be replaced without a department sustaining 
severe loss, but It seems to me the loss would be 
offset to some ex tent by the value of the young 
men to the combat dhislons. 
The deferment abuses scarcely can be blamed on 
the young men themselves. Much as I would like 
to have my readers think me a brave fellow, I 
must confess I am not sure that If I were In a 
safe job and my relatives or friends had drag enough 
to keep me there. I would be breaking down doors 
to escape. The thing of which Sen. Tydings com­ 
plains goes back to those able to invoke the defer- 
ments and sometimes that Is back beyond even local 
boards.

(Dutch Guiana) is a rugged fight­ 
ing man. 
Six months service In the hush 
country of Equatorial South Amer­ 
ica — service in damp, steaming 
Jungle and on aandy, scorching 
savannah—has fitttMl him for most 
any fighting frontier. 
Most of the troops who landed 
in 
Surinam 
last 
December, 
as 
units of a U. S. task force aa- 
signed to aid the Dutch in the de­ 
fense of this strategically-located, 
baux ltc’-rlch colony, 
were tropic- 
seasoned veterans. But even the 
veterans of Panama and Trinidad 
have gained 
new 
ex perience in 
this land of sweat and sand. 
Uncle Sam’s soldiers were invit­ 
ed to this free Netherlands strong­ 
hold to Join with Dutch forces— 
mostly native — In pushing the 
Allied war effort along this front. 
The Dutch gave their cooperation, 
but U. S. troops had a big task 
on their own hands—establishing 
and operating new bases and out­ 
posts. 
Starting 
f r o m 
scratch, 
the 
ground troops and air corps de­ 
tachments built their cantonments 
and now carry out full wartime 


duties through rapid-changing trop­ 
ic calms and storms.

e d blotches that appear on the skin of a spe­ 
cified size and frequency are probably measles 
and will be matched with a red card on the front 
of the house advertising that fact to the world.

Therefore, contrary 
to the regulations of the aiuhorities and the com­ 
mands of his parents and solicitous relatives, he 
scouts about until he finds the measles under a bush 
or something. Then, when no one is looking, he 
gets them. 
There is no other way for a child to get the 
measles, or anyone else as far as that’s concerned. 
Everything is sewed up tighter than the opening 
of a burlap bag. The quarantine arrangement is 
fool-proof. I he measles have to be bootlegged in 
defiance of the red cards.

In 
precision they are equal to the moet delicate optical 
arrangements. 
Yet they have to work 50 feet above a rolling, 
pitching deck, which mustn’t bend them out of true 
by even an invisible part of an inch.

Freq u e n t V io la tio n s Cited 
Allen said that for the time be­ 
ing his office will depend on pol­ 
icing activities of “the honest, pa­ 
triotic truckers who w ant to win 
this w ar.” and the willingness of 
householders to report truck oper­ 
ations, particularly in local deliv­ 
eries, th at violate regulations.

No fix ed rule for removal of 
tonsils. 


''T'HF TIMK OF year Is rapidly ap-

proaching when 
the summer 
vacation will rol) .lohnny and .Mabel 
of their last ex cuse for not having 
their tonsils out. 
Arguments go pro and con about 
whether tonsils should be removed 
and i am frequently dragged Into 
these dlsciisftions, but I have no 
fix ed opinion on the HUhject. Tlie 
only thing 1 am certain of is that 
no general rule can be laid down 
and each case must be judg<*d on 
It« own merits. 
1 do not believe that all tonsils 
should be removed from children 
before they reach the age of ten 
years, although 1 have heard this 
opinion ex [uessed. Nor do I be­ 
lieve that tonsils should not he re­ 
moved at all. Plenty of people get 


into chronic Infection so that at 
the age of 10 to 15 years it is 
probable that the tonsil has out­ 
lived its usefulness and Is doing 
more harm as a harbor of infection 
than good. 
It is valuable to consider why 
tonsils were taken nut and what 
results 
occurred. 
According 
to 
some recent figures, the commonest 
causep for removal were: 
P'reqiient colds.—One year after 
operation 9 0 percent of these cases 
were improved. 
Frequent sore throat,—One year 
after operation 9 0 percent of these 
patients were improved. 
Mouth breathing. — One year 
after operation 9.? percent of these i 
were improved. 
Enlarged glands !n the neck. — 
Improvement occurred in about 40 
percent of cases. 
Ear trouble. — Improvement oc- 
ciirred in about 50 percent of cases. 
Rheumatism. — Improvement oc­ 
curred in less than one percent of 
cases in children and in about 30 
percent in the joint pain® of adults.
